GUIDO .... 52 THE GRAND ALTAR-PIECE, known as the Vow of Guido; 

on a veil extending across the upper part of the picture is the 
dead Christ, over whose body the Virgin is standing, with an 
angel on either side; beneath, in the centre, stands the St. 
Cecilia of Raffaelle, and on either side St. Francis, bowing 
over a Crucifix, and St. John with extended arm pointing 
upwards, St. Roch exposing his plague spot, and St. Sebas¬ 
tian bound to a tree. This grand picture was removed from 
the church of St. Benedetto, near Mantua, to Paris, by the 
French; it was brought to this country in 1815, and has been 
in Mr. Denew’s possession ever since 
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
